As director from the Southern 
Zone in the National Council of 
State Boards of Engineering E x ­ 
aminers, Fred E. Rightor of Austin 
and San Antonio has represented 
more than 9,000 registered profes­ 
sional engineers. Of this number 
approximately half of them are in 
the State of Texas, w h e r e Mr. 
Rightor is a member and secretary 
of the State Board of Registration 
for Professional Engineers. 
In this state only professional 
engineers are included in the regis­ 
tration, while in some of the others 
in the Southern Zone are included 
surveyors. These include Florida, 
Oklahoma. 
Louisiana, 
Alabama, 
Georgia, North Carolina, M ississ- 
Jppi, 
Tennessee, 
South 
Carolina 
and Arkansas. 
The registered professional en­ 
gineer must meet certain standards 
of academic training and practical 
experience. When the law went into 
effect in Texas, recognized practic­ 
ing engineers were licensed under 
the * grandfather clause” which ac­ 
cepted years of successful practice 
as evidence of competency. 
But 
those since graduating from accre­ 
dited 
engineering 
schools 
must 
serve a four years apprenticeship 
under registered professional en­ 
gineers before they can obtain li­ 
censes. This puts the requirement® 
even higher than in the medical 
profession, where about six years 
of schooling and one of intern- 
*Wp ara required.

The Texas labor record in defense c o n ­ 
struction is recognized as the standard for 
the rest of the Nation to shoot at, and we 
can all be mighty proud of that fact. The Texas State Federa­ 
tion of Labor, American Federation of Labor affiliate, as one 
unit cooperating with the government and private industry, is 
delighted to have played so important a part in the defense 
program of Our Country as it is being carried out in Texas. 
But we are not so proud, nor so happy over the housing 
conditions for defense workers in this State. Such things 
as 
crowding three or four men in one room, and in some cases 
having them sleep in relays on the same bed, is bad— bad from 
the standpoint of morals, health and economics.
